SAIGON (AP) — Tough cop tactics 
of the South Vietnamese guards at 
Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut Air Base are 
jarring 
the delicate 
peacekeeping 
machinery. 
The 
Polish 
and 
Hungarian 
delegations to the 
International 
Commission for Control and Su­ 
pervision are threatening to move 
their troops out of the commission’s 
compound at the base and take up 
quarters in downtown Saigon. 
Sources close to the commission say 
the Poles are furious because their 
chief delegate, Bogdan Wasilewski, 
has been stopped several times at the 
gates and required to show his identity 
cards although his car was flying the 
commission flag. Once, he was forced 
to let his car be searched. 
The Hungarians, most of them 
senior officers in distinctive pointed 
caps, object strongly to having to pass 
through the guard posts of another 
nation, 
particularly 
one 
whose 
peacekeeping activities they are 
supposed to be monitoring. 
Canadian officers in limousines and 
scout cars flying the red Maple I,eaf 
flag have been delayed for as long as 
four hours at the main gate in almost 
invariably futile attempts to escort 
Canadian and U.S. journalists to their 
compound. 
“I try to hang as much shoulder out 
the window as possible every time I go 
past that guard point so they’ll see the 
gold bars. But it doesn’t always work,” 
said a Canadian colonel. 
The Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese members of the Joint Military 
Commission say they complained this 
week to William H. Sulpivan, visiting 
U.S. deputy assistant secretary of 
state for East Asian affairs, about 
their virtual imprisonment in a run­ 
down barracks compound in a remote 
corner of Tan Son Nhut. 
Since their arrival in Saigon, the 
Communist delegates to the four-party 
commission have let it be known that 
they welcome contact with Western 
journalists. The South Vietnamese 
government blandly insists it is not 


preventing anyone from contacting 
them inside their heavily guarded 
compound; but, every time a reporter 
approaches the gates, he is “detained” 
and his press credentials are lifted. 
Pham 
Duong 
Hien, 
the 
gov­ 
ernment’s press chief, told newsmen 
last week that the government had no 
objections to their making contact with 
the Communists at their compound. He 
assured them that their difficulties at 
the airport were the result of a “lack of 
coordination” between officials and 
the airport authorities. 


Uke the Vietnamese air force, Tan 
Son Nhut always has been a more or 
less independent center of power, 
politically apart from, and sometimes 
openly defiant of, the presidential 
palace and the downtown politicians. 
Two North Vietnam ese rep re­ 
sentatives of the Joint M ilitary 
Commission ran into trouble today in 
Hue, where a dozen South Vietnamese 
surrounded their car, beat on it with 
bamboo sticks and wet one of the men 
with some sort of liquid thrown into the 
car. The assailants backed away when 
an escort of South Vietnamese MPs got 
out of their car, and the North Viet­ 
namese were not hurt. They lodged a 
com plaint with the International 
Commission. 
The Vietnamese in Hue are par­ 
ticularly bitter against the North 
Vietnamese because of the massacre 
of thousands of civilians there by the 
Communists during the 1968 Tet offen­ 
sive. 
The United States asked the Saigon 
governm ent today to investigate 
Communist charges th at tear-gas 
grenades were fired into their com­ 
pound at Tan Son Nhut Wednesday 
night. A North Vietnamese spokesman 
said about 60 tear gas shells hit the 
compound and about 60 members of 
the Viet Cong delegation were af­ 
fected. 
A South Vietnamese spokesman 
claimed that the incident involved 
mosquito spray, not tear gas, and said 
it was “a very funny story.” 
Air-Sea Hijack 
Accord Signed 
By U.S., Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S.- 
Cuban agreement to curb air and sea 
hijacking went into effect this morning 
with simultaneous signing ceremonies 
here and in Havana. 
Although the exact text was kept 
under wraps prior to the actual 
signing, U.S. officials Wednesday 
night confirmed the basic effects as 
reported earlier by The Associated 
Press. 
These included provisions for 
prosecution or extradition of persons 
charged with hijacking a plane or a 
ship and a U.S. pledge to enforce its 
neutrality laws barring 
use of 
American property or soil to harass 
Cuba. 
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The pact is not retroactive and will 
not affect hijackers who already have 
fled to one country or the other. 
In addition, the United States retains 
its traditional policy of accepting as a 
political refugee a person who arrives 
without having endangered the crew or 
passengers of a ship or plane. 
This had been a problem in the 2*6 
m onths 
of 
negotiations. 
Cuba 
originally wanted the agreement to 
cover such acts as the seizing of a 
crewless or passengerless craft. 
The result of the negotiations, which 
were conducted indirectly through the 
Swiss ambassadors in Havana and 
Washington, were described as highly 
satisfactory from the U.S. view. 
Officials said the agreement would 
be both a real and psychological block 
for hijackers. But in spite of these 
benefits, the Am erican officials 
repeated that the agreement is not 
considered an opening to better 
general relations with Cuba.

U.S. officials said Cuba was eager 
for a settlement and therefore willing 
to concede American positions. 
1710 Havana government was said to 
be increasingly em barrassed by 
hijackers who ordered planes flown to 
Havana. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
(Milligan administration’s $92.11 million 
federal revenue sharing bill was called 
up for passage in the Ohio House today 
with majority Democrats predicting it 
would go to the Senate unchanged. 


The big spending bill would allocate 
the .state’s share of federal funds from 
Jan. I, 1972, to July I, 1973, in a way 
prescribed by (tov.

They

successfully to change spending 
priorities in the House Finance 
Committee, and were expected to offer 
floor amendments. 


But Hep. Harry J. Lehman, D-16 
Cleveland, said after a Democratic 
caucus on the measure Wednesday : 
“We expect it to be passed exactly as it 
is, without change.” 


Democrats control the House 58-41, 
but there are a few who disagree with 
certain features of the bill and may 
seek GOP help to make changes, 
spokesmen said. 


Bill introductions and committee 
activity highlighted a busy legislative 
day Wednesday with the exception of a 
gentle skirmish in the Senate over its 
decision to keep up tradition and bar 
the press and public from Rules 
Committee sessions. 
Two amendments were offered to 
the Senate’s session rules which would 
have relaxed the outright secrecy 
concept approved by the Rules Com­ 
mittee 9-0 on Tuesday in the presence 
of reporters. Both amendments were 
defeated by margins of more than two- 
to-one. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, a freshman member, sought 
to require that the entire Senate would 
have to vote by a two-thirds majority 
to close any committee meeting. 
Opponents, 
who argued the vote 
among com m ittee m em bers was 
sufficient, prevailed 22-8. 
Sen. Paul R. Matia, R-25 Westlake, 
in another futile amendment, sought to 
require the powerful Rules Committee 
to file recorded votes of members in 
the clerk’s office after adjournment of 
each meeting. He was voted down 23-8. 
Majority lead er Theodore M. Gray, 
R-3 Columbus, defended the idea of 
keeping closed the deliberations of the 
Rules Committee, which he said has 
been the practice since the days of our 
founding fathers. 
“ He 
m aintained, 
with 
other 
senators, that the public doesn’t want 
or seek to know what goes into every 
aspect of political decision-making. 
“Democracy in its true form doesn’t 
work,” Gray asserted. 
In other developments, two proposed 
constitutional amendments to pay a 
Vietnam veterans’ bonus and provide 
for tandem election of the governor 
and lieutenant governor hit snags in 
Senate committees. Both have been 
approved by the House, and must be 
certified to the Secretary of State by 
Feb. 22 to get on the May ballot, as 
sponsors intended. 
A Senate subcommittee voted 3-0 to 
reject financing the $300 million bonus 
with a property tax increase, as 
proposed by the House, and instead to 
pay off the bonds out of the general 
revenue fund. The main sponsor, 
House Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. 
Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, said he will 
fight the change. 
Senate Judiciary Chairman Paul E. 
Gillmor, R-2 Port Clinton, whose 
committee has the tandem election 
bill, wants it changed to require the top 
state officials not only to be elected as 
a team, but also to be nominated 
jointly. He said he “doesn’t see how” 
the amendment can get out of his com­ 
mittee by the Feb. 22 deadline.

OK Curb On Turkey Output 
Despite Rising Food Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cost of 
Living Council, despite prospects of 
the biggest foodprice increase in 22 
years, has approved 
a 
recom ­ 
mendation that turkey farmers hold 
down production in 1973 in order to get 
higher prices. 


The Agriculture Department ad­ 
vised turkey growers Wednesday they 
should not increase production this 
year more than I per cent above the 
1972 record of 128 million birds if they 
want to avoid low prices. 


Asst. Secretary of Agriculture 
Clayton 
Y eutter, 
who 
oversees 
marketing programs, said the council 


readily 
approved 
the 
recom ­ 
mendation. 


“It’s purely a m atter of getting some 
balance in the supply,” Yeutter told a 
reporter. “I’m sure the council ap­ 
proved because we are calling for an 
increase. If we had recommended a 
reduction so that the supply for the 
year would have been less we’d have 
had some flak.” 


In most market situations, lowering 
the supply tends to increase prices. 
Two weeks ago Treasury Secretary 
George P. Shultz announced that the 
Agriculture Department would 
no 
longer issue “marketing guides” to 


farmers without council approval. 
The turkey guide was the first since 
the review was initiated by the ad­ 
ministration as part of an attempt to 
hold down rising retail food prices. 
Other guides—which advise farmers 
how best to increase their earnings— 
are issued during the year for such 
item s as broiler chickens, eggs, 
vegetables and potatoes. 
Turkey, along with broiler chicken, 
is a favorite alternative of housewives 
plagued by high prices for lieef and 
pork Experts claim more cattle and 
hogs will go to market next fall and 
thus reduce part of the need for more 
poultry.

Congress Drags Feet On National Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Despite 
periodic prom ises and rhetoric, 
Congress is still dealing crisis-by- 
crisis with the problem of tran­ 
sportation strikes that threaten to 
create national emergencies. 


The latest such episode was that of 
the Penn Central Railroad strike, 
stopped by law within hours after it 
began. 
It 
was 
a 
fam iliar 
exercise, 
something that has happened eight 
times within six years, as Congress 
acted on special legislation to deal with 
transportation strikes. 


Each time, amid the crisis at­ 
mosphere that has prodded Congress 
to quick action, there have been 
demands for legislation to create 
permanent machinery so that the 
government can cope with future 
emergencies. 


Each time, the pressure has ebbed 
with postponem ent and eventual 
settlement of the walkout. 


President Nixon has proposed 
emergency-strike legislation in the 
past, although the administration, 
anxious to gain labor votes, did not 
press the issue in the last election year. 


Inestimably it will be revived in one of 
the President's messages to Congress. 
Bills to empower the government to 
deal with future strikes already have 
been introduced in both House and 
Senate, one of them by Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan, the Republican 
whip and chief sponsor of past ad­ 
ministration proposals. 
Griffin said there must In* long-term 
action to “get Congress out of the labor 
arbitration'business” of dealing with 
each strike and its issues only after a 
walkout is under way. 
His proposal, similar to the terms 
the administration recommended to 


the last Congress, would empower the 
president to order cooling-off periods 
of up to HO days to head off trans- 
portation strikes that threaten the 
national health or safety. 
In the Penn Central strike, Congress 
ordered a 90-day cooling-off period, 
until May 9, with the administration to 
report in the interim on negotiating 
progress and recommendations for 
settlement. 
In the House, Rep. J. J. Pickle, D- 
Tex., said the only bill with a chance of 
passing would be one including provi­ 
sions distasteful to both labor and 
management. 


In sim plest term s, governm ent 
seizure or operation of a strike-bound 
industry is the alternative most 
distasteful to m anagem ent, com­ 
pulsory arbitration is anathema to 
labor. Both possibilities are raised by 
most bf the proposed m easures, 
although varying forms of arbitration 
loom as the likely final solution to any 
dispute that defied negotiated set­ 
tlement. 
Pickle said Congress itself 
has 
become a sort of super arbitration 
panel. “ Believe me, a 535-man ar­ 
bitration board is no way to run a 
railroad," he said.

O f Warplanes From Britain 
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IjONDON (AP) — Peking has pit­ 
ched IxMidon a diplomatic curve with 
plans to buy or build British planes 
that cost hundreds of millions of 
dollars and have military potential. 
The British, hungry for sales that 
would revive their sagging aircraft 
industry, are enthusiastic about the 
deal but know it could upset both the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
Government officials reported that 
two propositions by the Peking 
government are 
under negotiation 
with the manufacturing companies 
concerned. 
One is for the straight purchase of 
the Harrier, the world’s only vertical- 
takeoff fighter, now operational with 
the Royal Air Force and the U.S. 
Marine Corps. The Hawker Siddeley 
Co. demonstrated its performance last 
month to visiting 
Foreign Trade 
Minister Pai Hsiang-kuo and his ex­ 
perts. An order of up to 150 planes 
could be involved, each costing about 
$2.4 million. 
The other proposition foresees the 
building and assembly in China under 
license of a long-haul British jet liner, 
the VC10, powered by Rolls-Royce 
engines. The British Aircraft Corp., 
builders of the Concorde supersonic jet 
airliner, are aware that any such deal

Many 
economists believe that, in the past 18 
months of dollar crises and attempted 
solutions, the nation has cut ties with 
the past and with old ideology and 
maybe severed the irons that made it a 
dragging giant. 
The past was the post-World War II 
world in which the United States 
served 
as banker, 
protector and 
teacher of the non-Communist nations. 
But now the United States no longer is 
unique; it has talented, productive 
competitors. 
Despite this, much of the world 
adhered to old notions. While berating 
the United States for not putting its 
house in order, other nations some­ 
times spun a web of obstacles to U.S. 
exports that prevented the desired 
order sought. 
Added to this was the U.S. self-image 
as omnipotent, a leftover belief that 
was exploded during the late 1960s, 
when the nation sought social uplift at 
home and a war abroad without higher 
taxes. Inflation soon raged. 
The old faith was buried in 1971, 
when the country devalued the dollar 
for the first time in its history and 
imposed price controls and restraints 
traditionally deplored in a country 
dedicated to free enterprise. 
The ankle iron that hobbled this 
nation as the crisis peaked was the 
growing 
international 
paym ents 
deficit. 
Peel off the outer layer of almost any 
international economic problem in 
recent years, and you’ll find the U.S. 
payments deficit at the core, rankling 
and souring economic, political and 
even social relations. 
It was the major element in Monday 
night’s IO per cent dollar devaluation. 
The deficit, or dollar outflow, fueled 
inflation abroad. And, because so 
many dollars were available, they 
became less desirable to hold. They 
were considered overpriced, so those 
who held them got rid of them for 
stronger currencies. 
If they had been returned to the 
United 
States 
in 
paym ent 
for 
American goods, there wouldn’t have 
been a problem. But they weren’t. 
They stayed abroad. 
In the past three years, the U.S. 
government and its citizens have sent, 


spent or invested more than $50 billion 
more overseas than foreigners have 
here. Never has the drain been so bad. 
The money went in many ways: It 
was used to aid friendly nations, to pay 
for huge imports of German and 
Japanese automobiles, to sustain a 
military establishment in Europe and 
to support the war in Vietnam. 
It was carried in the pockets of 
tourists bent on a good time and sent 
there as investm ent capital by 
American companies. 
Some of what left came back, of 
course, because the United States is a 
big exporter of goods, because 
foreigners want to invest and travel 
here and because some investments 
abroad are now returning dividends. 
But billions didn’t come back. 
Foreigners chose not to buy American, 
partly because prices were high, the 
result of inflation. But, even when that 
was reduced, the problem remained. 
Moreover, other considerations were 
worsening the situation. In order to 
fight foodprice inflation, import 
restrictions were lowered, tending to 
worsen the deficit. The need for oil 
imports also added to the problem. 
In 
spite 
of 
problem s, 
many 
economists interviewed before the 
Feb. 12 devaluation believed the worst 
of the deficits were behind and the U.S. 
com petitive 
stance 
was 
vastly 
stronger than in 1970 and becoming 
more so. 
Said Albert Cox, chief economist for 
Lionel D. Edie,consultants: “In terms 
of the last IOO years of American 
history, the economy now looks pretty 
good. In relation to the rest of the 
world’s economies, 
it 
looks darn 
good.” 
If returning strength was noted 
before 
the 
devaluation, 
many 
economists feel it will 
be much 
stronger following this week’s action. 
Among immediate possible effects of 
the devaluation are an influx of dollars 
to the American stock market because 
shares now can be purchased by 
foreigners for IO per cent less. 
A devaluation is a recognition of 
reality — that a currency is worth only 
what the market is willing to pay for it 
and not what a nation insists is its val­ 
ue. And recognition of reality is seen as 
economic sanity.

Pursuing Davis* interpretation of the 
cease-fire as a Communist victory, I 
doubt that all Vietnamese would look 
to the aftermath “with hope and 
exultation.” Many South Vietnamese 
have fought and are still fighting to 
avert Communist rule. 
The Viet­ 
namese opposed to the Communists 
are not “people” so far as Davis is 
concerned. 
Davis, the “war protester,” is also 
agog over what he takes to be the 
success of the North Vietnamese 
spring offensive. “Even now the media 
trumpet the official propaganda line 
that bombs and mines crushed the 
powerful spring-summer offensive in 
Vietnam and the Christmas Hanoi- 
Haiphong massacre ‘forced’ the North 
Vietnam ese 
back 
to 
‘serious 
negotiations.’ Time will show the 
opposite.” As confirmation of this 
point, Davis cites the “underlying 
perspective of the Vietnamese we met 
in Paris,” w hich was that “the accords 
represented a victory that has grown 
out of the success of the recent spring- 
summer offensive.” 
Davis is so gleeful over what he 
takes to have been a Communist 
victory that he seems to forget from 
one sentence to the next what he ac­ 
tually has written. Thus, after his 
awestruck praise of the “powerful 
spring-summer offensive in Vietnam” 
— the power of which came from its 
massive Soviet issues of tanks, a r­ 
tillery, 
rockets, 
and 
autom atic 
weapons — he can go on lachrymose^ 
to speak of the “men and women and 
children who have defeated America’s 
military goliath.” 
And that last, make no mistake 
about it, is what Davis really savors. 
He was not an “anti-war” leader. He 
was working day and night for a 
Communist victory. 
On January 29, Davis attended a 
tumultuous reception in Paris given by 
the Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese. I do not think I will ever 
forget the boot-licking description he 
gives of it: 
“ It was an incredible mix of people, 
from high officials of the French, 
Soviet, People’s Republic of China and 
other governments to ordinary people 
like the Vietnamese taxi drivers who 
were the guests of Xuan Thuy. What 
struck me most was the open love that 
so many different people showed for 
the Vietnam ese representatives, 
especially Mrs. Binh, whose presence 
evoked a thousand embraces and tears 
and smiles.” 
Rennie Davis, the anti-war leader, 
was attending what he took to be a 
victory celebration, the victory of his 
side. Whether he is right or wrong 
about that victory, he has told us much 
about the protest movement, manx 
you, Rennie.

Do doctors who know the dangers of 
drug addiction ever become hooked on 
drugs? We are studying this subject in 
our class. I want to be a doctor and I 
save your columns. Thank you. 
Kenneth, Ohio 
Dear Kenneth. 
Rarely have I enjoyed a letter as 
much as I have yours. I have not 
reprinted your letter in its entirety. 
There are few greater pleasures than 
the sense that I in some way can 
stimulate a student to pursue the study 
of medicine. 
The joy of being a physician is 
limitless and I hope you will continue 
in your interest in a profession that is 
so gratifying. 
Now, about doctors and drugs. 
Unfortunately the forces at work that 
make drug addicts do not bypass any 
segment of society. Some doctors are 
as vulnerable as are people in other 
occupations and professions. 
Drug addiction among doctors is far 
less common, of course, because they 
know so well the dangers and the 
destructive factors in the lives of 
people who are involved with drug 
abuse. 
I^et me tell you this, Kenneth, and I 
hope you will pass it on to your 
classmates. 
There are many wonderful rewards 
and joys in learning. The beauty of 
poetry, the charm of music, the 
loveliness of painting, and the ex­ 
citement of studying the sciences and

never 
be 
sacrificed to the temptation of any 
kind of drug. 
There are many complicated forces

Is anything being done to remove the 
dangers of the hormones used by cattle 
growers to fatten their stock and their 
profits while shortening our lives?

The hazards of the hormone diethyl- 
stilbestrol, in the meat we eat are 
recognized as scientific truths. 
It is surprising how slowly the forces 
of safety put sufficient pressure on 
cattle growers to stop using this 
growth promoting hormone. 
Canada and France are even more 
visionary than the United States in 
controlling this injustice to those of us 
who eat meat. They are now sus­ 
pending all use of the hormone in cattle 
that later will be consumed by un­ 
suspecting buyers. 
Tile consumers in the United States 
are a powerful force that can by 
pressure insist that their meat be free 
of this hormone contamination if it is 
definitely harmful. The delicate 
balance between all hormones in the 
body is essential to good health. No one 
can risk consuming unknown quan­ 
tities of stilbestrol that might upset 
this important body function.

Welfare Department is moving close to 
its goal of processing 350,000 Medicaid 
claims a week, Director Charles Bates 
said Tuesday.

Fruit and vegetable processing 
companies now negotiate with farmers 
for individual contracts that may vary 
from one grower to another. 
The legislation, Swank said, would 
bring processing companies to the 
negotiating table. Some do it now 
reluctantly 
while 
others refuse 
outright to do it.” 
Eugene 
Abercrombie, 
state 
agriculture secretary, said, “ The 
legislation would give producers of a 
given product the right to negotiate a 
price. The Ford Motor Co. doesn’t ask 
what you will pay. They tell you. 
“ Now farmers have no control over 
the price,” he said. “ It’s a matter of 
the farmer saying: Here it is. What’s 
it worth today?” ’ 
Similar bargaining legislation failed 
in the last legislature. 
Swank said, “ processing companies 


raised a lot of flak about it. 
“ I still expect the flak this session, 
but there is a growing amount of un­ 
derstanding of what is needed and that 
farming is moving in the direction of 
contracts.”

physician ’Hie court said a state could 
make abortions illegal during the final 
three months. The exception would be 
if a woman’s life were endangered by 
the pregnancy. 
The Ohio law had stated a legal 
abortion could be performed only if 
two physicians certified that a 
woman’s life was endangered by her 
pregnancy.

“The Knee-High Man and Other 
Tales,” written by Julius laster, and

of the Uncle Remus tales. 
“A Penny A l>ook” by Harve and 
Margot Zemach, is an old folk story, 
retold in a new form and cleverly 
illustrated. It tells about two brothers; 
one hard working, one lazy; who are 
foiled in their attempt to become rich 
by capturing a one-eyed man. 


“How The Moon Began” is a folk tale 
from Grimm adapted by Jam es 
Reeves and illustrated by Edward 
Ardizzone. This ancient tale tells us 
that the moon was originally a giant 
light which was hung in a tree so that 
people could see at night. Eventually, 
the moon’s owners died, and managed 
to take the moon with them to heaven. 
This is one of the first moon books I’ve 
read in a long time which makes no 
mention of astronauts and space ships. 
“One Sad Day” by Bernice Kohn is a 
modern fable whose message is very 
pertinent to today’s world. It tells 
about the stripes and the spots, two 
groups of people who lived very 
peaceful lives — each in their own 
way. One day, the stripes decided that 
the spots would be happier following 
their way of life, so they declared war 
on the spots. This is a familiar story. 
You may have read it many times in 
the news. 
“The Four Donkeys” by IJloyd 
Alexander is a tale about the tailor, the 
baker, and the shoemaker; all of 
whom set out to go to the fair. This is 
written in the style of a classic fable, 
and the drawings by laster Abrams 
are in the manner of mnteenth-century 
illustrations. 
Folk stories are a rich part of our 
heritage 
which 
should 
not 
be 
overlooked. Perhaps it is time for us 
all to become more involved with the 
history and teachings of our ancestors, 
and less involved with the business of 
our neighbors.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Two of 
Ohio’s more famous prison Golden 
Agers have been released from con­ 
finement after more than 38 years be­ 
hind bars. 


John Bai, 68, and Serafino Sinatra, 
alias John “Wop” Endlish, 72, will be 
will be working in the Buffalo, N.Y. 
area under a lifetime parole, the Ohio 
Adult Parole Authority said. They 
were paroled Feb. 8. 


The two had been convicted with 
Ralph Carsello, Thomas “ Yonnie” 
Licavoli and Jacob Sulkin of the first- 
degree murders of three gangland 
figures and a girlfriend in the 1930’s. 
Licavoli was a Prohibition Era gang 
leader in the Detroit-Toledo area. 


About a month ago Gov. John 
Gilligan commuted the sentences for 
Bai and Sinatra. 


They were put under lifetime parole 
so “the public can be assured they will 
be closely supervised for the rest of 
their lives,” the parole board said. 
Bai said he will work either as a 
clerk for Barberton Homes, Inc. in 
Williamsville, N.Y. or at St. Columba’s 
Church in Buffalo. 


Sinatra is expected to live with a 
cousin in Tonawanda, N.Y. 
Both will be reporting once a week to 
the New York Parole Board in Buffalo. 
Carsello, a barber by trade, was 
paroled from the Ohio Penitentiary 
Jan. ll. He will live with his brother in 
Cleveland.

ROCK HILL, S. C. (A P) - “ I never 
saw an more willful, fraudulent act 
since I ’ve been on the bench,” U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert W. 
Hemphill Jr. said. 


He referred to a damage suit in 
which Carl I. I-itham Jr. of Rock Hill 
was awarded $223,845 from two 
Columbus, Ohio, firms and the part­ 
ners of the companies. 


A federal court jury found that 
Crofters, Inc., and the Deegee Co., and 
Gerald A. Donahue, Sidney I). Griffith 
and Harry A. Groban had committed 
fraudulent acts in promising loans. 


The judgment was the first secured 
by a former client of the money-finding 
firms, which tapped the Ohio treasury 
and the School Employes Retirement 
System of Ohio (SIM S) for $50 million 
in questionable loans. 


Testimony in this case was that 
Iou as for housing projects at Rock Hill 
and at Statesville, N.C., were to come 
from SERS. 
I tham said such loans were ruled 
illegal under Ohio law early in 1970 
when he was about half finished with 
the Rock Hill job. 
He said it cost his real estate 
business $180,000 and left him near 
bankruptcy. He said he and others who 
had obtained such loans had to refund 
the money, although he had paid the 
defendants $57,000 in finders’ fees.

John and David were but 20 and 19 
when they were entered in the prison. 
But youngest of those sent to the 
penitentiary in the early years was a 
12-year-old boy from Hamilton. 
Richard IJverpoU was sent to the 
institution March 23, 1833 to serve a 
three year term for arson and issued a 
“ used” No. 16. After a year and a half, 
Richard was pardoned by 
the 
governor. 
In the first 19 years of the peniten­ 
tiary, the oldest person to be confined 
was 76 years of age. James Kincaid, a 
Washington County fanner, was sent 
up in 1831 on a morals charge. He 
served two years as No. 38, also a used 
number. 
FYom the arrival of John Evans until 
the new prison was built in 1834, two- 
thirds of the 1,231 persons received 


there were pardoned by governors. 
The 1815 penitentiary which fronted 
on Scioto St. in Columbus, on the city’s 
southwest comer, was abandoned 
when the new penal institution was 
built. It was used as a state arsenal 
afterwards, and once again la*canie a 
place of tremendous activity during 
the Civil and Spanish-Amerlcan Wars. 
During its first few years, the 
number of prisoners was low, so 
Keeper Hooker and just two or three 
guards were required to handle prison 
business. 
On Aug. 19, 1818, just three years 
after the first convict was received, 
the prision population had risen to 137. 
One hundred years later, in 1918 there 
was a 2,800 per cent increase in 
population, to 1,944. 
The state’s population during that 
same period rose from 581,434 to 5,759, 
368, only an increase of 1,000 per cent. 
Criminal growth at that period was 
nearly three times as fast as the 
pouplation, even before the dry laws 
went into effect. 
Pickaway County, after initiating 
the flow of prisoners to the state penal 
institution, tapered off to a quiet share 
of that first prison’s history and left the 
excitement and stories to those 
countries in which the larger cities 
were contained.

With Cuba Set 
Before Weekend 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States and Cuba are expected to sign 
an antihijacking agreement by the end 
of this week, it has been learned. 
The official time frame was put at a 
“ few days" by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers in Miami Beach, 
Fla., Tuesday night. But it is un­ 
derstood this means by Saturday at the 
latest. 
Only minor details remain to be 
worked out. They concern such 
matters as arranging for the signing 
and exchanging of texts, and officials 
say there is no chance of a breakdown 
over these procedural matters. 
Even though high administration 
officials from President Nixon on down 
through Rogers have acknowledged an 
agreement has been reached, no one 
would discuss the substance of the 
accord. 
Nixon said Tuesday that Rogers 
would disclose the contents at an 
appropriate time, but sources said the 
silence resulted from an agreement 
with Havana not to disclose details 
until all procedural matters were 
concluded. 
While no official would talk even 
privately about the agreement, under 
negotiation since late November, it 
was learned the last major problem 
was cleared away when a Cuban note 
was received Saturday. 
This dealt with the classification and 
definition of hijackers and hijacking.

In serious but less danger are the 
shores of the rest of I^ake Huron and 
I^ake Michigan, the administration 
said. Least threatened are the shores 
of I^ke Superior, largest and deepest 
of the Great Lakes. 
Lake Erie and I^ake St. Clair remain 
at the highest levels on record for 
midwinter, according to a NOA A Lake 
Survey Center bulletin for January, 
the latest available. Their levels are 
expected to remain at record highs 
through July of this year. 
Tile federal agency blamed the high 
water levels on precipitation ranging 
from 4 to 9 per cent above the average 
of the past eight years. 
Strong winds caused an estimated 
$22 million damage to property at the 
western end of I^ake Erie Nov. 14, but 
meterologists said a stronger wind 
could produce a storm surge several 
feet higher.

Prepaid legal service will come into 
its own, says McCaltin, when it 
achieves the same fringe-benefit 
status as health insurance and pension 
plans. 
For the profession, “there has been a 
growing awareness that legal services 
have not, on a practical basis, been 
available to large segments of our 
population," said ITiiladeiphia lawyer 
Harold Cramer. 
if we define people of moderate 
income as earning between $5,000 to 
$15,000 per year, these family groups 
comprise 60 per cent of the American 
population,” Cramer told lawyers at a 
meeting of American Bar Association 
which ended here Tuesday. 
“Most will agree that these persons 
are, in today’s society, effectively 
deprived out of receiving legal ser­ 
vices,” he said. 
In Philadelphia, the local bar 
association has joined with a national 
insurance company to provide a 


program aimed at unions, employe 
groups, association members and 
similar categories.

Far more vigorous at the moment 
are “closed plans*' in which specific 
lawyers are used, says McCaltin. Con­ 
servative estimates place the number 
(rf closed plans at alxmt 2,000 nation­ 
wide, servicing perhaps as much as 5 
million people. 
Organized consumer interest in legal 
.services is growing, says McCaltin, 
with closed plans being favored 
because they lend themselves to 
qu a I i ty and-cost-con tro I. 
For their part, lawyers generally 


favor open plans. McCaltin finds 
“some tensions” within the profession 
about where business will go with the 
growth of prepaid plans. He also finds 
some “conservatism and an elitist 
attitude.*’ 
The first prepaid plan was a pilot 
project in Shreveport, I-a , including 
some 550 families who comprised 
1/H-al 229of the International Laborers 
and Construction Workers Union. 
After

years of 
operation, 
Shreveport lawyer Henry A Politz 
finds it “an idea whose time has 
come.” 
The program, with grants to cover 
administration costs, computed the 
charge to participants the way fringe 
benefits would be worked out in a col­ 
lective bargaining agreement. Tlx? 
charge arrived at was two cents for 
each hour the worker spent on the jot). 
It averaged about $32 per year per 
family, Politz said. 
For this, the participants received a 
fixed amount of legal help which Politz 
says covered better than 90 per cent of 
the group’s needs. 
The plan provided $100 per year per 
family in consultation services, $250 


[s r year for office work such as 
preparing papers, $325 for attorneys' 
fees, and $180 for court costs. 
The final benefit, “major legal,” 
Iprovided HO per cent of the first $1,000 
spent in excess of other benefits. This 
category, Politz feels, will have to be 
made more generous. 
The Shreveport lawyer said a five to 
six cents tier hour cost to the par­ 
ticipant would make the program self- 
sustaining. 
A growing demand for legal .ser­ 
vices, plus a system for delivering 
them 
have 
arisen 
almost 
simultaneously with the increase in the 
number of lawyers, says McCaltin. 
The law business runs about $5 
billion through the till a year, he says. 
'Hie growth rate is about $100 million a 
year 
“My judgment is that the in­ 
troduction of prepaid legal services 
will accelerate that growth.” He won’t 
estimate the rate of growth but points 
out that the “fringe-benefit industry” 
is eyeing proposals for national health 
insurance. Such a program could free 
as much as $2 billion to be used else­ 
where, the lawyer says.

Food Price 
Rise Seen 
For Year 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department forecasts a 6 
per cent increase in food prices this 
year, the biggest increase since 1951 
when prices rose ll per cent. 
The 1972 increase was 4.3 per cent. 
Meat prices are a major factor in the 
outlook for 1973, said a report Tuesday 
by Hazen Gale, a food economist with 
the department. 
‘‘The acceleration in econom ic 
activity is pushing up the demand for 
red m eats, especially beef, and 
together with cyclically short supplies 
of pork has again raised meat prices to 
record levels,” the report said. 
Gale said most of the over-all in­ 
crease in food prices has already 
occurred. He estimated that food costs 
were up 8 per cent in January and 
February, although monthly fluc­ 
tuations during the year should make 
the over-all increase about 6 per cent. 
‘‘By spring,” he said, ‘‘the pace may 
ease as meat supplies increase above a 
year earlier.” 
Besides red meat, the report said 
prices for eggs and poultry also are 
increasing. Prices are rising ‘‘less 
rapidly” for crop-related foods, 
although temporary shortages of fresh 
vegetables and some fruit may cause 
price hikes until new crops are har­ 
vested, it added.

during matches. So he has to take on 
opponents in a kneeling position. 
Despite such a handicap, Hess rolled 
up nine victories in his first 13 matches 
this season. He wrestles at 138 pounds.

NEW YORK (AP) - Two 
30-second commercials about 
a common female complaint 
are scheduled to broadcast 
here this weekend on WCBS- 
TV. They’ll try to sell an idea 
instead of a product. 
Their message is that job 
discrimination because of sex 
is just plain stupid. 
The 
commercials, called public 
service announcements, are 
being shown at no cost to the 
sponsor. 
The sponsor is the National 
Organization for 
Women 
NOW, an activist women’s 
rights group that hopes ‘CBS’ 
four other televison stations 
and other broadcasters will 
run the ads. 
Both com m ercials 
are 
low-key. One shows a baby 
girl, with an 
off-screen 
female voice saying: “This 
healthy, normal baby had a 
handicap: She was born 
female.” 
“When she grows up, her 
job opportunities will be 
limited and her pay low,” the 
voice says, adding that job 
discrimination based on sex 
is both illegal and a waste of 
human resources. 
The 
other 
commercial 
illustrates the waste by 
showing a young woman, with 
a 
college 
degree 
and 
academic honors, being in­ 
terviewed by a man in the 
personnel department. 
“You know, of course, that 
we start all our girls in the 
typing pool,” he tells her. 
The commercials, filmed 
last October at CBS’ owned- 
and-operated 
station 
in 
Phildelphia, 
were 
put 
together by NOW members 
with the CBS Television 


network 
footing 
the 
production costs. 
They came after two years 
of work by NOW members to 
find a way of starting a free 
national campaign to get 
their message across to the 
public, says Midge Kovacs, a 
NOW official here. 
Although 
WCBS-TV of­ 
ficials say they’ll run the ads, 
their counterparts at CBS- 
owned 
stations 
in 
Phil- 
adelthia, St. I.ouis, Chicago 
and Ix)s Angeles still have to 
decide if they’ll carry them. 
But at least it’s a start, says 
Midge Kovacs. 
“We 
hope 
these 
an­ 
nouncements 
will 
raise 
questions in people’s minds 
as to women’s role in our 
society and if women have 
been fairly treated,” she said.

Wholesale Prices 
Shoot Skyward 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
prices rose sharply in January for the 
second 
straight month, largely 
because of increases in prices of farm 
products, the government said today. 
The report presaged large increases 
in consumer prices. Likely, the sharp 
advances in wholesale prices will be 
reflected soon in the Consumer Price 
Index. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the Wholesale Price Index went up by 
1.3 per cent in January on an unad­ 
justed basis and 1.1 per cent on a sea­ 
sonally adjusted basis. Despite the 
huge increase, the rise was less than 
the sim ilarly sharp increases in 
December. 


The BLS said that prices of farm 
products and processed foods and 
feeds rose by 3.3 per cent, or almost 40 
per cent at an annual rate. With the 
seasonal factors taken in, the rise in 
prices of farm products was 2.9 per 
cent. 
Despite the big increases in farm 
and food prices, the report showed that 
prices of industrial commodities rose 
less sharply. The industrial com­ 
modities index is regarded as one of 
the most sensitive gauges of inflation 
in the economy. 
According to the report, prices of 
industrial commodities went up 0.5 per 
cent on an unadjusted basis and 0.3 on 
a seasonally adjusted basis. 
Man, 
92, Says Onion A Day 


Keeps The Doctor A w ay 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 92-year- 
old steelworker who has no plans to 
retire says he stays fit by eating an 
onion a day. 
“I love to work, so why should I 
retire?” says Ricardo Basques, who 
signed on at the Bethlehem Steel Corp. 
plant here at the age of 62 in 1943, when 
the World War II labor shortage was at 
its height. 
Since the United Steel Workers’ 
contract with Bethlehem sets no 
mandatory retirement age, Basques 
has just kept on working. 
“Of course we encourage most of our 
people to retire at 65,” said Edward 
Frank, district public affairs manager 
for Bethlehem. “But Mr. Basques 
seems to be unique.” 
On workday mornings, 
Basques 
rises at 4:30 a.rn. at his home near the 
plant for a breakfast of bananas and 
milk. Then his wife, Guadalupe, 61, 
drives him to work in time for the 7 
a.m. shift. 
Basques’ job is to take 20pound steel 
bars as they come out of a metal 
straightener and stack them in piles 
for further processing. 
He earned about $10,000 last year, 
Basques said in an interview. 
“He functions like an aristocrat with 


a sense of humor,” said one of his two 
work partners, Ray Ridgeway, 56. 
“He will be standing up there cat­ 
ching bars — we always stand up — 
and he will make like he’s picking 
away at a guitar.” 
On one recent eight-hour shift, 
Frank said Basques and his partners 
handled 8,200 bars, an unofficial plant 
record. 
Basques, a native of Mexico who 
speaks little English, listed his bir- 
thdate on his original application for 
employment as April 7, 1880, Frank 
said. An article in a recent issue of the 
union paper, “Steel I .a bor,” said a 
baptismal certificate from Mexico had 
confirmed that date. 
Basques said he came to the United 
States in 1919, worked on a Montana 
sugar beet ranch for many years and 
arrived in San Francisco in 1943. 
After a coworker drives Basques 
home at the end of each workday, 
Basques says he and his wife relax and 
occasionally have a shot of whisky. 
He disclaims any secret explanation 
for his longevity and endurance, ex­ 
cept for one special habit. 
“I eat a whole onion every day,” 
Basques said. “Every day of the 
year.”

SAN PEDRO, Calif. (AP) - U.S 
Customs agents made their largest 
marijuana seizure ever with the 
confiscation of nearly eight tons of the 
drug from a Mexican-registered 
freighter docked in Ix>s Angeles 
harbor. 
A Bureau of Customs spokesman 
said Wednesday that the marijuana 
was contained in 384 wooden boxes 
aboard the “Don Miguel.” 
The 150-foot freighter once knew 
movie glory as the ship which sailed 
“from tedium to apathy” in the film 
“Mr. Roberts.” 
Ironically, the award-winning movie 
“Mr. Roberts,” which starred Henry 
Fonda, Jack I,emmon and James 
Cagney, concerned the captain’s 
mania for a potted plant. 
The Don Miguel was being towed to 
liOS Angeles to play a feature role in a 
forthcoming version of the NBC 
television series “ Ironside” when 
customs agents boarded it. 
The ship had been renamed the “I ja ­

" and had been painted over to look 
rusty and decrepit for the “Ironside” 
episode. 
Dollar Sags 
On Exchanges 


IjONDON (AP) — The U.S. dollar 
sagged on foreign exchanges, and the 
price of gold reached new peaks today 
amid widespread doubts over the sta­ 
bility of the world monetary system 
following devaluation of the American 
currency. 
The dollar opened lower in most 
centers, but there were signs the 
decline toward its new official parities 
was slowing. 
Sales of dollars, relatively heavy 
Wednesday, appeared to be slowing 
also. But dealers reported no in­ 
dication speculators had begun buying 
dollars to reap the profits from the 
huge amounts of yen, German marks, 
Dutch guilders or Swiss francs they 
bought feverishly last week. 
The price of gold climbed to new 
peaks in bullion markets everywhere. 
Dealers said 
this 
was partly 
a 
reflection of the upvaluing of the 
money of South Africa, the world’s 
largest producer of gold, and partly an 
indication of the uncertainty of small 
speculators over monetary stability. 
The metal’s price was fixed in 
london at $72.80 an ounce, 67^ cents 
above the previous high at Wed­ 
nesday’s close. It was $73,875 an ounce 
in Zurich, $73.11 in Frankfurt and a 
whopping $75.93 in Hong Kong. 
The price of official gold, which 
backs currencies, was set at $42.22 an 
ounce in the devaluation (rf the dollar 
Tuesday.

Egyptian Jet 
Shot Down 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli Air Force 
planes shot down an Egyptian MIG21 
jet in a dogfight over the Gulf of Suez 
today, the Israeli military command 
announced. 
It was the first aerial combat bet­ 
ween Israel and Egypt since last June 
and only the second since the August 
1970 ceasefire. 
An Israeli spokesman said the 
Israeli jets were on a reconnaissance 
flight over the gulf when they were 
intercepted by several MIGS. 
No Israeli aircraft was hit, he said. 
The spokesman did not say what kind 
of planes they were. 
By Israeli count, the Egyptians now 
have lost 115 planes in combat since 
the 1967 Middle East war, compared 
with 17 Israeli losses to Egypt.
